Monſicur the Duke of Orleavxs drew neere towards 
with the moſt part of his Forces, but I judged ir ſo 
important, to cauſeto be knowne at the enrrance of 
his Majcſties Armcs into this Province,that I would 
not refuſe to give protection to people that would 
 feruchim. As paſted over all cheſe contiderations, 
and God hath ſo tavoured me, thatafcer I had held 
the aſſieged compaſſed as ſtraite as might be, the 
twelfth day, which was the laſt of 4ugyſft, rhey were 
conſtrained to Capitulate, and to dcpart out of the 
place the firſt of this Moncth. I ſent tothe King the 
' Capitulation, and humbly cntreated his Majeſtic to 
commaund, that the pardon which I haue promiſed - 
-. totheſepeople might be ſent vnto me, I haue let in 
the Caſtle one Company of the Regiment of Cham- 
bay, and committed the keeping of the Towne to 
the Inhabitants. Monſicur de Reques will certific his 
Majeſtic of the importance of the place, and that it 
was of ſuch a conſequence to reduce it to his obcdi- 
| ence, as without this all the little Townes of Zaura- 
&ez, would never be kept in their obedicnce. Tae 
arbik end of this enterpriſe hath produced effeas 
farre more advantageous, which were,that this hath 
obliged the Duke of Orleans and the Duke of Aoxt- 
emvorency to ſct forward themſclues with all diligence 
to ſuccour this place, with 3000, foote, and 2000. 
horſe. Many voluntary Nobles, and three peices of 
- Canon, whereof having notice, and that they were 
bur three myles off vs, I reſolved with the advice of 
the Marquis de Breze, who made me the firſt propo- 
fition thereof, that at the ſame houre that the Capi- 


ulation of St. Felix ſhould be finiſhed, that I would 
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oe direly to the enemie, with two delignes, the 
one to Combate with them, the other ro ſave Caſte/- 
nan & Ary, which they wade full account was theirs, 
The place of Sr. Fe/rx being ſuccourcd, or favling 
to follow their Army, Our determinations haue 
. (thankcs be vnto God) lopioſperouſly ſucceeded, 
that artiving halfe a mile from this Towne, the Mar- 
quis de Ereze,who conducted the head of the Army, 
cenified me, that he ſaw that of the Enemy on the 
Ictt hand withintwo Muſquet ſhot of our way, and 
that he bcleeved, that they beirg to paſle a River, 


 . whoſebankes were inacceflible, vpon a very long 


bridge; the deſigne of theenemics was to ſuffer halfe 
of our Armie to paſſe, which contained but a thon- 
ſand horſe, foure Companies of the Regiments of 
his Majeſties Guards, and fix of thoſe of Chamblay, 
and then to ſer vpon the Arriere guard, and that 
there was vpon the ſame River a good paſſage two 
thouſand paces higher, where if I pleaſed he would 
cauſe the Avant. guard to paſſe over, I commended 
his-judicious advice, and told him that he could not 
doe better than that he: had propounded; Wee had- 
gained the paffage,and halfe of the Army was on the 
other {1dethe River, beforerhe enemies could judge 
what we would doe, in ſuch ſort,that all the troupes 
paſſed over, without the advancing forward of one 
men of the enemies to come vnto vs. The River be- 
ing paſſed, we ſet our ſelues in Batraile-aray ina great 
Field, and ſer all the baggage vpon our right hand 
rowards Caſtelnax & CAry. The enemies ſeeing they 
had fayled of their deſigne, reſolved to paſſe the Ri- - 
ver, and to come lodgeypon our way of Caſtlenas & 
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ry, in places very advantageous for the Infante. 


rie ; which ſeeing, I reſolved to get before them, and 
place the Armie of rhe King berweene Caſilenas & 
Ary and the encmies,\ co charge them when I ſhould 
Ice part of their people paſſed on this fide the River. 
The place of Batraile which I ſent the Lords de /1/le 
and Eſþenay to view, ſecmed the faireſt place in the 
world ; the which they having deſcribed vnto me, 
I cauſed the Armiediligently to ſet forward, and we 
had not leyſuic to ſer our {clues in order, when fee- 
ing the enemics would hauc paſſed in great haſte, 
I reſolved not to deferre, Charging them, and the 
foure Companics of the Regiment of his Majeſties 
Guard having ſeparatcd the body of the Battalia in- 
to two parts, the one to take the right hand of our 
Cavalleric, and che other the left ; and the two hun- 
dred and fiftic men of the Regiment of Chamblay be- 
 Ingneere the ſaid Battalia on the left hand, I cauſed 
the Avant Couriers toict forward, and we marched 
forthwith againſt the enemy, who were encamped 
along the, high-way in houſes and in ditches very 
advantageous, the diſcharge of the Infanterie being 
made, ard likewiſe that of the enemies, our Cavallc- 
rie(in the front of whom the Marquis de Breze pla- 
ccd himſclte ) would goc vnto them by the right 
hand and by the left, bur the moſt part of them mer 
with ſo great dirches,that it was impoſſible for them 


to paſle, 


The Carabins found a way more to the purpoſe 


_ thentheother, and paſſing the firſt made their diſ- 
charge vpon their enemies, which ſo ſtrongly reſiſted 


them with their Infantery, that they could not = 
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cced further ; AHrnauldand Bideyran valiantly beha- 
yed themfſelues therein, and the laſt hath flaine the 
Lord dela Feaillade. ln 
During theſe ations on both fides, Monſieur de 
| Lauriers and de Beau-regard Champron, who ſoughta 
paſſage for to depart out of the ficld, and toemtet in- 
ro the way, found the pallage very hard, and never- 
theleſſe reſolved with themſelues, to adyenture into 
the way, where being defcended, with the ſonne of 
the ſaid Lanrier, and twelue or fifteene of their com- = 
panions, the Duke of ©Hoz#tmorancy cameto charge 
rhem with an hundred Gentlemen ; They withſtood 
the ſhocke,wherethe ſaid Duke was hurt;the Cotint 
- de Kienx \laine, and foure or five others borneto the 
groundzour Muſquettiers diſcharging vpon the Ca. 
 vallery, drouemany of rhem from the fight, in fuch 
ſort, that in an inſtant the Duke Je cArontmorallcie_s 
was abandoned of all thoſe that followed, cxcep 
foure or fiue,the which he ſeemg.,and being incenſed 
with his wounds, he found meanes to depart out of 
the way, with thoſe few that remained with him, 
and entring into the field, met my Company of men 
of Armes,gaue and received fome blowes by ſword 
and Piſtoll in paſſing, and proceeded forward vntill 
he came before the Troupes of the Guards and 
Chamblay,where he being ſhot at by many Muſquet- 
tiers, his Horſe which had beerc alreadie very much 
hurt by Monfieus ae Lawriers fell, and he ypon him, 
where he was taken by the Officers and Souldiers of 
the Regiment of Guards.  ' = 
The place as IT haue alreadie (aid before, being 
found ſo hard for the Cavallery to paſſe, Monſieur 
, pr * the 
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the Marquis de Breze,and my ſclfc thought it fitting 
that having made one ſo ſucceſfſefull incounter, 
wherein wete flaine ſo many men of qualirie, it was 


not neceſſary to hazard 2 ſecond, and we having re- 
mained an houre on our place of fight, without any 


ſhew of the cnemics advancing forward, 
I commaunded that they ſhould beginne co retire 


_ themſelues rowards Caftelnau-a Ary, cauſing to re- 


ereatealſo the Companies of the Guards, and thoſe 
of Chamblay. 

The enemics moved not from their ſtation, and I 
am come to lodge with all the Troupes in the 
Towne and Suburbes of Caſte/nas & Ary, Monſicur 
the Duke of Orleans was preſent at the fight, not- 
withſtanding they ſought to hindet him, ; 

The intelligence which I hauc isthat the raking of 
the Duke of Hontmorancie doth fo aſtonith their 
Armie, that the moſt part of thoſe of Lenquedock 
retire themſelues ; and as for the Duke of orleaxs, 
he is gone with the reſt of his Armie towards Be- 
ers. 

Iſuppoſe there was never ſeene a Skirmiſh of ſo 
ſmall durance,whercin ſo many men of quality were 
ſlaine, wounded, and taken Priſoners. 

Thoſe which are come to my knowledge, are the 
Duke of /03tmorascie,wounded in ſeaven or cight 
places, and taken priſoner.

Towne, and gocsto meete with his enemy, with his 
800, Foote and 409. Horſe, Vpon the approach of 
both Armics, the encounter was furious and bloud- 
dic, and continued long doubtful, till at laſt the Ar- / , 1 
my of Duke Delbeafe was quite overthrowne, and | ; 
onely himſelfe & rwo moreeſcaped with their liues, I 

all his whole Army being either kild or taken priſo- 
ners. I thinke the like Vicory hath not beene obtei- 
ned in the memory of man, Vpon this, Des Force . 
returned againe with his priſoners and baggage ro 
his ſiege of Bocazre-Caſtle, where it is ſuppoled the 
faid Caſtle will nor long hold out, but not onely 
that Caſtle, but alſo all thoſe places which held out 
againſt the King, will likewiſe yceld themſclues. 

It is reported that the Monficur hath ſent to rhe 
King his brother, to defire the life of Montmoraxcie, 
and that he may be reſtored toall his Honours and 
meanes;which they ſay, the King hath granted him. 

It is hoped, that there will be ſome accord madebe. 
rweene the King and him very ſhortly. 
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
